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(57) Abstract: The invention provides a pair of co-iotating 
fluid powered wheel and generator pairs each rotating about 
a single vertical axis. Each wheel/generator is mounted on 
a respective axle one of which is solid and the other tubular. 
Separation of fluid flow into 2 streams engages the wheels for 
rotation in opposite directions. Folding paddles collapse and 
extend to engage the moving fluid. 
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
